\ yoimg man ti.inied Ku^'ene H. Levy, son 
of a well known note and c.\('liaii^'i> liiokur 
in Xew Orleans, siiot ami killi:il anotliur 
I'.aineil Tlios. II. Ulhorn, a riepiiew of the 
Randall Hunt family in New Orleans, on tlie 
8lh insl. It appears that Ulhorn attempted 
to cowhide Levy for accusing liirn of dis- 
hont'stv, for wliicli Ulhoiii hail been dis- 
cliargtMl from (iiiiployrnent, anil Levy killed 
him. Jioiore iho nccii rroiice, Ullmrii called 
at Levy's place of business and denounced 
him as " a lyin;; Jew son of a b — ."' Levy 
did not resent the insul) on the spot, but de- 
.signed calling Ulborn to nccount, and de- 
mand satisfaclion. He was dissiiaded from 
this by tiie advice of ills frieiuls. The 
next step was on iIk; part nl Uituini in finin;;

A.S Levy says, a young man unknown to

him that if he refused the interview ho wonl.l 
be denounced as a coward. Upon this he 
went oiil. TiiouL;li iii>t in the li;ibit of car- 
ryini; weapons, as lie says, lie had armed 
himself with a levolver, and had it in his 
pantaloons pocket, believing that Ulhorn 
i» Avould probably in<ult him again, and maybe 
attack bim.uppn sight, , , 

Aiho'atepped out on thoi bantioetle, ^Ul- 
horn drew a white cowhide and went at hiin. 
Levy says he leciMved two violent ciit-i on

■catch the cowhide and take ii away frnni 
Ulhorn, but not sncceedin^'- in Ihis, be drew- 
bis revolvei- ami liinl Iwire.

Dreadful Stories of Starvation in Kan- 
sas. 

The stories of the suffering; in Kansas 
still pour in. anil with an abuniianco of evi- 
dence at llicir back that dissipates the least 
shadow of donbt. A dispatch dated Atchi- 
son, February 1-ilh, says: 

A messenger from Ilunter county, distant 
about 200 nillos from here, arrived lastni;,'ht 
wiili hearl-reiidiii!,' tales of the suffering for 
want of fond .niul clothini^ in the extreme 
southwestern part of the State, lie reports 
the winter as beinf; the most severe yet ex- 
perienced in Southern Kansas, the snow 
havinu; fallen to a depth of eighteen inches 
on a level, the cold intense, and stock of all 
descrip'.ioiiii dyiii^ off with fearful rapidity. 
Most of the inhabilants are reduced to 
bullalo meat nione, and not a team is able 
to make Iho journey hither tlirouj^h iho 
snow. He walked twenty-six miles before 
linding a truck after leaving the settlement, 
and seventy before reaching Emporia, where 
he took the stage and came in. 

The mail on the route had not been car- 
ried through for three weeks, owing to the 
great deptli' of snow and the cold. Horses 
and cattle were dying all along the route. 
Many loads were abandoned in the middle 
ol'lho prairies. The teams had died or given 
out, or the drivers had frozen their limbs 
and had to week refuge in the nearest settlo- 
meiit to save their lives. One man will lose 
both legs, another both hands. 

The 0.sage Indians had attacked a party 
of the setllers who were hunting ''olves for 
their skin.', ami killed two, one of whom 
they beheaded and burned, and the other 
they scalped. , , ; , 

Tl\e messenger frialvo's "the most urgent 
appeals for teams with ample supplies to be 
immodiately forwarded, which will be done 
wilh'iut delay, as the cmnmillee are deter- 
mined that as long as their means hold out 
none shall die for lack of food. Urgent ap- 
peals are also made from tt^js extreme north- 
western seltlchii^nts foriaid tqlb^.^POX lhem, 
as they report that their teams are in such a 
condition that it is impussiDlo fur them to 
make the trip. A man sent in from the lilue 
lost one of his horses from weakness on the 
road, and the oiher was unable to go. 
Teams loaded with supplies were immedi- 
ately dispatched by the committee, as the 
man repnried many families with only a 
scanty .supply of builalo meal left. God only 
knciw's what the end will be, if the reports 
broiiglit in from the oulside seLllemeiils are 
true, unless relief can speedily reach them. 
It is terrible to witnes* the distressins cases 
of sull'enng which are constantly brought 
before us.

Sudden Whitening of the Hair. 

A correspondent of the Medical Times, 
having asked for aulhentic instances of Iho 
hair becoiTiing gray within one night, Dr. D. 
P. Parry, State Surgeon at Aldersholl, writes 
the following voiy remarkable account of a 
case of which he says he mado niomoranda 
shortly after iho occurrence: 

On I'riilay, February I'J, 1859, the column 
under Ueneral Franks, intliesoutli ofOnde, 
was enitaged with a rebel furoe at the village 
of Chamba, and several prisoners were taken : 
one of;thBni, a Sepoy of the IJengal Army, 
was brought before the authorities for exam- 
ination and I, being present, had an oppor- 
tunity of watching from the commencement 
the fact 1 am about to record. 

Divested of his uniform, ami stripped com- 
pletely naked, he was surrounded by the sol- 
diers, and then first appiirently became alive 
of lb e danger of his. position ; he Ireniblod 
violently, intense horror and despair were 
depicted on his i;ountenance, and althcugli 
he answered the ijueslions aililressed to him, 
he seemed almost stupefied with fear. 
While actually under observation, wiihin 
thef^paec of half nil hour, his hair became 
gray on eveVy portion of his head, it having 
been, when first seen by us, the glossy jet 
black of the Bengalee, aged about fifty-four. 
The at'.cntion of the bystanders was lirst at- 
trcteil by the sergeant, whose prisoner he 
was, exclaiming, " He is turning gray," and 
I, with several other persons, watched its 
progress. Gradually, but decidedly, the 
change went on, and a uniform grayish 
color was completed wilhin the period above 
named.

Home Productions — Sheep, Wool. 

Like olhor branches of agrioultaral indus- 
try in these Colonics, very little hiis yet been 
done in Iho way of engaging exten.sively in 
■hoep-raidiiiffor wool-growing. It isscurce- 
ly more limn fifleon yeajs srnco tha first 
Hheep were hroufjiht into this Cnloiiy or Pu- 
get Sound. Originally, we believe, they 
were brought fro r. California, and were saiil 
to belong to the Merino breed. Somehow 
tliey dill not succ-eeil well, whether from cli- 
mniii; causes or not, we are unable to say. 
Subsequently the Southdown bieo'f was in- 
troduced, and crossed with the Merino ; and 
of this cross the flocks of the Hudson Bay 
Company and others are composed, — al- 
though care in breeding has in some oases 
nearly rendered the Merino breed extinct, 
and dereloped the pure Southdown variety. 
From all we can learn, the Southdown ia far 
bettor adapted to our climate than any other 
variety; yet when we find the Merino 
flourishing in a similar latitude in Europe, 
■W9 are inclined to the opinion that whatever 
diseaso or unsuccessfulness may hiive been 
found in raining them here herelolore, il i.n 
more to be attributed to unskilful manage- 
ment than to climate, grass or wnte.-. Our 
climate may not be so well adapted to 
growing wool as California or ,.AQStralia. 
It is more moist than either. Yet, .\vh(Bn 
we compare the quality of our mutton 
. with tbat raised in^aliforniaj no one could 
fail to notictt how immeasurably superior it 
is to that grown in the latter. On this island 
also, we have not those interminable plains 
and mounlaia ranges found in Australia, or 
the vast prairies of California; yet wo have 
a large e;itent of land admirably adapted for 
grazing sheep in the Cowiclian cour.lry. In 
British Columbia, however, there are im- 
mense tracts on which vast flocks could be 
fed with a« much ease, as they could be 
in Australia. From Lytton up Thompson 
liver and its branches, on the Similkarneen, 
and the vast tract stretching away north to 
the northern mines, millions of sheep could 
be raised. Judging the pasturage of British 
Colombia by the experiments - made here, 
jVre incline to the opinion that pasturage there 
IS far better than in Australia. ' Here from 
foar to fira sh«ep may exist on an acre uf 
rirrd'anriaBlIy by moving the flocks from 
place to plncB ; but m Australia five acres 
to one slieep is Iho usual allowance. This 
great difference may be accounted for owing 
to our clirasjjte being iiiuist, uhil.sl the flim:ito 
of Australia is hot and dry ; and tlicrL-foro 
tho grasses may not be po couiinuuu" 
throughout the yar. When we compare our 
clim.nle wilh ihoje great wool-^'rowin;,' coun- 
tries, such as Austria, Austrian Silesia, Po- 
lish Sile.sia, Hungary, Prussia and Saxony, 
we believe the adv atitagc, so far BS fieedom 
from moisture and intensity of cold is con- 
cerned, will be found in our furor. Such 
being the case, wa onn flee no good reason 
^by ,oar lesoarDas as a sheep or wool-grow- 
ing ooantr; should not be turned lo a prac- 
tical aocoant ; nor why capital and cnior- 
piisO ■bonld' not be invited to invest in tho 
produotlon of w ol Ikth, a^ well as in Cal- 
ifornia, Australia, or Tasn)iiiiia.

If they' were fatted for market, the price 
would be from $8 to S12. The profit,'^, 
therefore, in raising slicep merely for con- 
sumption, would bo- surer and greater than 
almost any oilier burliness. With care, 
• however, two liners of lambs may be raised. 
Such is done, althniigli not generally, owing 
to our winteis, and from a belief that tho 
breed would deteriuralo. Tho wool pro- 
duced by odO. sheep would be on the ave- 
ra-'o three [luund.s eacli, or a total of 1500 
llis. At twenty cents per pound for o]ean 
wii.^hed woul, it would realise S300, which 
would go aconsidernbla wny in paying the 
annual e.xpenso of raising them. 

Thi: C.\k.\1)a Slave Cask.— In Par- 
liament Lord Palraerslon has staled that 
instruolioosjbad^been sent lo the Governor 
General of Caiiatia not to give up Anderson, 
without ea press I orders from the Home 
Government, and there was, therefore,. no 
chance of his being surrendered without the 
point being fully discussed. He 'ould not 
say whether ii kabeizs corpus writ would he 
obeyed in Canada, but it could not bo exe- 
cnlod immediately, as the St. Lawrence 
lliver was blocked up with ice, and it was 
impossible lo take Aiider.son through Anie- 
rit an territory. He believed tho case, ac- 
cording to Iho treaty vns quite clear, and 
that the claim of ihe Unileii Slates inust be 
eslahlishel by showing lhat Aiidurson was 
giiiliyof murder according to tho laws of 
England. No English jury would convict 
Ander.son of murder, and the claim was not 
likely lo be substantiated.
